Success of Chinese Guerrilla Fighters Causes 
Fear by Japanese Command Rebellious Group 
May Buckle Under Another Offensive

HANKOW, Jan. 30.—A Japanese army division which 
refused to return to the front after being routed near 
Hangchow is now quartered in the Pootung district under 
guard of a Japanese naval unit, it was reported here to- 


day in military dispatches. 


The division was ordered to proceed to Wuhu, the 
eastern tip of the central front, but the soldiers would not 


move. 


The successes of the Chinese partisan movement near 
Changsha, which lies only a few miles from Pootung, has 
frightened the Japanese commanding staff, which is afraid 
the mutinous division might buckle under another attack. 

Meanwhile the partisan movement is chalking up new 
Successes in Northern Shantung province, where a big 
campaign of the Japanese to push down from Tsining has 
been stalled by stiff Chinese resistance and counter-attacks. 


20 GUERRILLA RAIDS 


In the border region near Hopei, more than 20 guer- 
rilla raids have been made during recent. days, the toll of 
Japanese soldiers slain passing 300. 

More than 120 rifles, two machine guns and an artil- 


lery piece were captured. 


It is estimated that not less than 30,000 Chinese 
guerrilla fighters are active in this district behind the 


Japanese front lines. 


They maintain regular contact with the Chinese regu- 
lars through the Japanese front, relying on their knowl- 
edge of the terrain to pass through unnoticed.
